Strike everything after the enacting clause and insert the
fol | ow ng:

"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature recognizes that the state,
counties, and cities have noratoria authority granted through
constitutional and statutory provisions and that this authority, when
properly exercised, is an inportant aspect of conplying wth
envi ronment al stewardshi p and protection requirenents.

Recogni zing the fundanental role and val ue of properly exercised
noratoria, the legislature intends to establish new noratoria
procedures and to affirm noratoria authority that |ocal governnents
have and may exercise and when inplenenting the shoreline managenent
act, while recognizing the legitimate interests of existing shoreline
rel ated devel opnents during the period of interimnoratori a.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 90.58 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Local governnents may adopt noratoria or other interimofficial
controls as necessary and appropriate to i nplenent this chapter.

(2)(a) A local government adopting a noratoriumor control under
this section nust:

(1) Hold a public hearing on the noratoriumor control;

(1i1) Adopt detailed findings of fact that include, but are not
limted to justifications for the proposed or adopted actions and
expl anations of the desired and |i kely outcones;

(tit) Notify the departnment of the noratorium or contro
imredi ately after its adoption. The notification nust specify the
time, place, and date of any public hearing required by this
subsecti on;

(iv) Provide that all lawfully existing uses, structures, or other
devel opnent shall continue to be deened | awful conform ng uses and may
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continue to be maintained, repaired, and redevel oped, so long as the
use is not expanded, under the terns of the |land use and shoreline
rules and regul ations in place at the tine of the noratorium

(b) The public hearing required by this section nust be held within
si xty days of the adoption of the noratoriumor control.

(3) A noratorium or control adopted under this section nay be
effective for up to six nonths if a detailed work plan for renedying
the i ssues and circunstances necessitating the noratoriumor control is
devel oped and nade available for public review A noratorium or
control my be renewed for two six-nonth periods if the |ocal
government conplies with subsection (2)(a) of this section before each
renewal . If a noratorium or control is in effect on the date a
proposed master program or anmendnent is submitted to the departnent,
the noratoriumor control nust remain in effect until the departnent's
final action under RCW 90.58. 090; however, the noratorium expires six
months after the date of submttal if the departnent has not taken
final action.

(4) Nothing in this section may be construed to nodify county and
city noratoria powers conferred outside this chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) The legislature finds that a special
hei ght noratorium is necessary along the shoreline known as the
"Aynpia Isthmus" located in the city of Aynpia between Capitol Lake
and Budd Inlet, which should hereinafter be designated a "shoreline of
statew de significance."

(2) The legislature further finds that:

(a) The shoreline along Capitol Lake is part of the Heritage park
area of the state capitol canpus, in which the state of Washi ngton has
invested mllions of dollars to inprove and nake available for

statewi de public use, education, and appreciation. It is also an
inportant elenent of the scenic, historic vista northward from the
capitol canpus, in which the state of Wshington and nonprofit
organi zations have invested mllions of dollars to construct excell ent

public view ng opportunities of the north capitol canpus and other
sights of both statew de and national significance;

(b) The state of Washington is continuing to invest mllions of
dollars in water quality inprovenents along both Capitol Lake and Budd
I nl et shorelines;
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(c) The Aynpia Isthmus as a whole is historically significant,
fragile, and a major contributor to significant changes to the natural
estuary area of the area. The Oynpia |Isthnus was constructed by fil
in early 1911, with the reflecting |lake created in the 1950s when the
dam was constructed at what is now call ed the Deschutes spillway;

(d) The vista is an integral part of the design of the state
capitol canpus. The state's founders sited the capitol canpus in its
| ocation principally to take advantage of this expansive vista. The
vista: |Is representative of nuch of the physical characteristics of
very large areas of the state; provides a visual and physical
connection between the capitol and the Puget Sound; is inspirational;
and pronotes an appreciation of the scenic grandeur and rich natura
resources of our state; and

(e) The Washington state capitol, together with its spectacul ar
| ocation, is a state and national treasure that has been passed down
from one generation to anot her.

(3) The legislature intends that the A ynpia |Isthnus be declared to
be a shoreline of statewide significance through the shoreline
managenent act to advance the public interest and to protect public
i nvestnents.

(4) This state and national treasure has been passed down from one
generation to another. It includes public vistas of Budd Inlet, south
Puget Sound, the QAynpic nountains, and a broad range of forested
hills.

(5) Therefore, it isthe intent of the legislature to take steps to
protect this state and national scenic and historic asset.

Sec. 4. RCW90.58.030 and 2007 ¢ 328 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

As used in this chapter, unless the context otherw se requires, the
foll ow ng definitions and concepts apply:

(1) Adm nistration

(a) "Departnent" neans the departnent of ecol ogy;

(b) "Director” nmeans the director of the departnent of ecol ogy;

(c) "Local governnment" nmeans any county, incorporated city, or town
which contains within its boundaries any |ands or waters subject to
this chapter
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(d) "Person" nmeans an individual, partnership, corporation
associ ati on, or gani zati on, cooperati ve, public or muni ci pa
corporation, or agency of the state or |ocal governnental unit however
desi gnat ed;

(e) "((Heartngfs})) Hearings board® neans the ((shoeretHnefs}))
shorelines hearings board established by this chapter.

(2) Geographical:

(a) "Extrene low tide" neans the | owest |line on the | and reached by
a receding tide;

(b) "Ordinary high water mark" on all |akes, streans, and tida
water is that mark that will be found by exam ning the bed and banks
and ascertaining where the presence and action of waters are so commmon
and usual, and so long continued in all ordinary years, as to mark upon
the soil a character distinct from that of the abutting upland, in
respect to vegetation as that condition exists on June 1, 1971, as it
may naturally change thereafter, or as it may change thereafter in
accordance wth permts i ssued by a | ocal governnent or the departnent:
PROVI DED, That in any area where the ordinary high water mark cannot be
found, the ordinary high water mark adjoining salt water shall be the
line of nmean higher high tide and the ordinary high water mark
adjoining fresh water shall be the |line of nean high water;

(c) "Shorelines of the state" are the total of all "shorelines" and
"shorelines of statew de significance" within the state;

(d) "Shorelines" neans all of the water areas of the state,
including reservoirs, and their associated shorel ands, together wth
the lands wunderlying them except (i) shorelines of statew de
significance; (ii) shorelines on segnents of streans upstream of a
poi nt where the nean annual flow is twenty cubic feet per second or
| ess and the wetl| ands associ ated with such upstreamsegnents; and (iii)
shorelines on |akes less than twenty acres in size and wetlands
associated wth such small | akes;

(e) "Shorelines of statew de significance" neans the follow ng
shorelines of the state:

(i) The area between the ordinary high water mark and the western
boundary of the state from Cape Di sappointnent on the south to Cape
Flattery on the north, including harbors, bays, estuaries, and inlets;

(ii1) Those areas of Puget Sound and adjacent salt waters and the
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Strait of Juan de Fuca between the ordinary high water mark and the
line of extreme low tide as foll ows:

(A) N squally Delta--fromDeWlf Bight to Tatsol o Point,

(B) Birch Bay--fromPoint Witehorn to Birch Point,

(© Hood Canal --fromTala Point to Foul weat her Bl uff,

(D) Skagit Bay and adj acent area--fromBrown Point to Yokeko Point,
((and))

(E) Padilla Bay--fromMarch Point to WIIliam Point, and

(F) Budd Inlet--fromthe northwest extension of Capitol Waterway in
AQynpia to the Deschutes spillway, and including the historic shoreline
of Budd Inlet contained in Capitol Lake fromthe Deschutes spillway to
t he sout hwest extension of Capitol Waterway;

(ti1) Those areas of Puget Sound and the Strait of Juan de Fuca and
adj acent salt waters north to the Canadian line and | ying seaward from
the line of extrene | owtide;

(tv) Those | akes, whether natural, artificial, or a conbination
thereof, with a surface acreage of one thousand acres or nore neasured
at the ordinary high water mark;

(v) Those natural rivers or segnents thereof as follows:

(A) Any west of the crest of the Cascade range downstream of a
poi nt where the nean annual flowis neasured at one thousand cubic feet
per second or nore,

(B) Any east of the crest of the Cascade range downstream of a
poi nt where the annual flow is neasured at two hundred cubic feet per
second or nore, or those portions of rivers east of the crest of the
Cascade range downstreamfromthe first three hundred square mles of
dr ai nage area, whi chever is |onger;

(vi) Those shorel ands associated with (i), (ii), (iv), and (v) of
this subsection (2)(e);

(f) "Shorelands"” or "shorel and areas" neans those | ands extendi ng
| andward for two hundred feet in all directions as mneasured on a
hori zontal plane from the ordinary high water mark; floodways and
contiguous floodplain areas landward two hundred feet from such
fl oodways; and all wetlands and river deltas associated with the
streans, |akes, and tidal waters which are subject to the provisions of
this chapter; the same to be designated as to location by the
departnment of ecol ogy.

(1) Any county or city may determ ne that portion of a one-hundred-
year-flood plain to be included in its master programas |ong as such
portion includes, as a mninum the floodway and the adjacent |and
extendi ng | andward two hundred feet therefrom

(i) Any city or county may also include in its master programl and
necessary for buffers for critical areas, as defined in chapter 36.70A
RCW that occur within shorelines of the state, provided that forest
practices regulated under chapter 76.09 RCW except conversions to
nonforest |land use, on lands subject to the provisions of this
subsection (2)(f)(ii) are not subject to additional regulations under
this chapter

(g) "Floodway" neans the area, as identified in a master program
that either: (i) Has been established in federal enmergency managenent
agency flood insurance rate nmaps or floodway maps; or (ii) consists of
those portions of a river valley lying streammard fromthe outer limts
of a watercourse upon which flood waters are carried during periods of
flooding that occur wth reasonable regularity, al t hough not
necessarily annually, said floodway being identified, under nornal
condition, by changes in surface soil conditions or changes in types or
quality of vegetative ground cover condition, topography, or other
i ndicators of flooding that occurs wth reasonable regularity, although
not necessarily annually. Regardl ess of the nethod used to identify
the floodway, the floodway shall not include those |ands that can
reasonably be expected to be protected from flood waters by flood
control devices naintained by or naintained under license from the
federal governnent, the state, or a political subdivision of the state;

(h) "Wetlands" neans areas that are inundated or saturated by
surface water or groundwater at a frequency and duration sufficient to
support, and that under normal circunstances do support, a preval ence
of vegetation typically adapted for life in saturated soil conditions.
Wet | ands generally include swanps, nmarshes, bogs, and simlar areas.
Wt | ands do not include those artificial wetlands intentionally created
fromnonwetland sites, including, but not limted to, irrigation and
drai nage ditches, grass-lined swales, canals, detention facilities,
wastewater treatnent facilities, farm ponds, and | andscape anenities,
or those wetl ands created after July 1, 1990, that were unintentionally
created as a result of the construction of a road, street, or highway.
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Wet | ands may include those artificial wetlands intentionally created
fromnonwet |l and areas to mtigate the conversion of wetl ands.

(3) Procedural ternmns:

(a) "Quidelines" neans those standards adopted to inplenent the
policy of this chapter for regulation of use of the shorelines of the
state prior to adoption of master progranms. Such standards shall al so
provide criteria to |local governnments and the departnment in devel oping
mast er prograns;

(b) "Master progrant shall nmean the conprehensive use plan for a
descri bed area, and the use regul ations together wth nmaps, diagrans,
charts, or other descriptive material and text, a statenment of desired
goals, and standards developed in accordance wth the policies
enunci ated i n RCW90. 58. 020;

(c) "State master program' is the cunmulative total of all naster
prograns approved or adopted by the departnent of ecol ogy;

(d) "Devel opnent"™ nmeans a use consisting of the construction or
exterior alteration of structures; dredging; drilling; dunping;
filling;, renoval of any sand, gravel, or mnerals; bul kheadi ng; driving
of piling; placing of obstructions; or any project of a pernanent or
tenporary nature which interferes with the normal public use of the
surface of the waters overlying |lands subject to this chapter at any
state of water |evel;

(e) "Substantial devel opnment” shall mean any devel opnent of which
the total cost or fair market val ue exceeds five thousand dollars, or
any devel opment which materially interferes wwth the normal public use
of the water or shorelines of the state. The dollar threshold
established in this subsection (3)(e) nust be adjusted for inflation by
the office of financial managenent every five years, beginning July 1,
2007, based upon changes in the consuner price index during that tine

period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any calendar year, that
year's annual average consuner price index, Seattle, WAshington area,
for urban wage earners and clerical workers, all itens, conpiled by the

bureau of |abor and statistics, United States departnent of |abor. The
of fice of financial managenment nust cal cul ate the new dollar threshold
and transmt it to the office of the code reviser for publication in
t he Washington State Register at | east one nonth before the new dol | ar
threshold is to take effect. The follow ng shall not be considered
substanti al devel opnents for the purpose of this chapter
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(1) Normal maintenance or repair of existing structures or
devel opnents, including danage by accident, fire, or elenents;

(1i) Construction of the normal protective bulkhead commobn to
single famly residences;

(ii1) Emergency construction necessary to protect property from
damage by the el enents;

(iv) Construction and practices nornmal or necessary for farmng,

irrigation, and ranching activities, including agricultural service
roads and utilities on shorel ands, and the construction and mai nt enance
of irrigation structures including but not limted to head gates,
punping facilities, and irrigation channels. A feedl ot of any size,
all processing plants, other activities of a comrercial nature,
alteration of the contour of the shorelands by leveling or filling

other than that which results from normal cultivation, shall not be
considered normal or necessary farmng or ranching activities. A
feedl ot shall be an enclosure or facility used or capabl e of being used
for feeding livestock hay, grain, silage, or other |ivestock feed, but
shall not include land for grow ng crops or vegetation for |ivestock
feedi ng and/or grazing, nor shall it include normal |ivestock wintering
oper ati ons;

(v) Construction or nodification of navigational aids such as
channel markers and anchor buoys;

(vi) Construction on shorel ands by an owner, |essee, or contract
purchaser of a single famly residence for his own use or for the use
of his or her famly, which residence does not exceed a height of
thirty-five feet above average grade level and which neets al

requirenents of the state agency or |ocal government  havi ng
jurisdiction thereof, other than requirenents i nposed pursuant to this
chapter;

(vii) Construction of a dock, including a comunity dock, designed
for pleasure craft only, for the private noncomrercial use of the
owner, |essee, or contract purchaser of single and nmultiple famly
residences. This exception applies if either: (A In salt waters, the
fair market val ue of the dock does not exceed two thousand five hundred
dollars; or (B) in fresh waters, the fair market val ue of the dock does
not exceed ten thousand dollars, but if subsequent construction having
a fair market value exceeding two thousand five hundred dollars occurs
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within five years of conpletion of the prior construction, the
subsequent construction shall be considered a substantial devel opnent
for the purpose of this chapter;

(viii) Operation, mai nt enance, or construction of canals,
wat erways, drains, reservoirs, or other facilities that now exist or
are hereafter created or developed as a part of an irrigation system
for the primary purpose of making use of system waters, including
return flow and artificially stored groundwater for the irrigation of
| ands;

(1x) The marking of property lines or corners on state owned | ands,
when such marki ng does not significantly interfere with normal public
use of the surface of the water;

(x) Operation and maintenance of any system of dikes, ditches,
drains, or other facilities existing on Septenber 8, 1975, which were
created, developed, or utilized primarily as a part of an agricultural
drai nage or diking system

(xi) Site exploration and investigation activities that are
prerequisite to preparation of an application for devel opnent
aut hori zation under this chapter, if:

(A) The activity does not interfere with the normal public use of
the surface waters;

(B) The activity will have no significant adverse inpact on the
environment including, but not limted to, fish, wldlife, fish or
wldlife habitat, water quality, and aesthetic val ues;

(C© The activity does not involve the installation of a structure,
and upon conpletion of the activity the vegetation and |and
configuration of the site are restored to conditions existing before
the activity;

(D) A private entity seeking devel opnment authorization under this
section first posts a performance bond or provides other evidence of
financial responsibility to the local jurisdiction to ensure that the
site is restored to preexisting conditions; and

(E) The activity is not subject to the permt requirenents of RCW
90. 58. 550;

(xi1) The process of renoving or controlling an aquatic noxious
weed, as defined in RCW17.26.020, through the use of an herbicide or
ot her treatnment nethods applicable to weed control that are recommended
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by a final environnmental inpact statenent published by the depart nment
of agriculture or the departnment jointly with other state agencies
under chapter 43.21C RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A newsectionis added to chapter 35A 63 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) A special height noratoriumis created on the O ynpia Isthnus
in the area adjacent to the historic Budd Inlet nanmed in RCW 90. 58. 030
in order to protect the scenic beauty of the state capitol canpus for
the citizens of this state and for out-of-state visitors.

(2) The Aynpia Isthnmus special height noratorium is |ocated as
follows: The QAynpia Isthnus--from the western boundary of Capito
Waterway in O ynpia proceeding west to the shoreline of the Deschutes
spi |l l way bounded by Capitol Lake shoreline and Budd I nlet shoreline.

(3) The maxi num al | owabl e hei ght for a new or renodel ed buil di ng or
structure located within the A ynpia |sthnmus special height noratorium
is thirty-five feet. This section only applies to new construction,
and renodeling or restructuring that affects the height of the
bui | di ng. This section is not intended to prevent normal repair,
mai nt enance, and internal renodeling of any building already exceedi ng
the height limtation.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi ately."

On page 1, line 2 of the title, after "act;" strike the remai nder
of the title and insert "anmending RCW 90. 58. 030; addi ng a new section
to chapter 90.58 RCW adding a new section to chapter 35A 63 RCW
creating new sections; and decl ari ng an energency."

EFFECT: Continues the noratorium or control when a proposed
mast er program or anmendnent has been submitted to the departnent. The
nmoratoriumremains in effect until the departnent takes final action on
the proposal. Provides that the noratoriumor control wll expire six
months from the date of submtting the proposed nmaster program or
amendnent if final action has not been taken by the departnent.
